ONDON, July 18.—The Russian 

front, running from the Baltic 

in the north to Bessarabia in the 
south, a distance of nearly a thousand 
miles, is being subjected to violent at- 
tacks by the Germans and Austrians 
and in places has, according to the 
German official report, been pierced. 
In the Baltic provinces, Gen. Von 
Buelow, who is using large forces of 
cavalry, hs crossed the Windau River 
and is moving toward Riga. In the 
Przasnysz district, Field Marshal Von 
Hindenburg, who is making his 
fourth attempt to reach Warsaw, has 
twice broken the Russian lines and 
compelled the defenders to retire to- 
ward the Narew River. 
In Southern Poland, after a period 
of inactivity, Field Marshal Von 
Mackensen is again on the move and 
claims to have captured some Russian 
advanced positions, which stood be- 
tween him and his objective, the Lub- 
lin-Cholm Railway.

+ Simultapeously with these attacks, 
which are the main ones, the Austro- 
German armies are on ‘the offensive

Physi- 
cians had succeeded in stopping the 
flow of blood from a jagged wound in 
his throat made by the butcher knife 
in the hands of William Creen, a 
fellow convict also serving a life term 
for murder. The blow was struck as 
Frank slept in his bunk in a dormitory 
Mate last night. 

An investigation of the attack prob- 
ably will be concluded by the Georgia 
Prison Commission, the same body 
that refused to recommend that 
Frank's death sentence for the mur- 
der of Mary P n be commuted to 
life imprisonment. Reports from At- 
lanta were that Gov.

Husband to Aid Her, but She 
“Loves Only Iguchi.” 


First of Her Kind in Sorry 
Annals of Miscegenation. 


Mrs. Albert Smith's husband still 
loves her; he is going to work to earn 
money to pay an attorney to defend 
her, and he is going to call on her 
three times a week to bring dainties 
and cheer to her in the cell, but she 
tells him and she tells the police her 
heart is with the Japanese, George 
Iguchi, whom she shot and killed in 
her home, No. 1700 West Forty-third 
street Saturday night, She is held in 


the Central Police Station on a charge 
of murder. 

At first she tried to deny the charge, 
saying the Japanese had taken his 
own life, but now the time for con- 
fidences has come, she feels, and she 
talks without restraint of how she, 
the Missouri Sunday-school girl, mar- 
ried and contented in her home, be- 
came infatuated with the Japanese 
menial in the cafeteria where she 
worked. 

She is of the loose type of woman, 
not morally in particular, but in the 
fabric of her being. Her sandy red 
hair is light and puffy, always float- 
ing about her head. Her face is full 
and her flesh soft, and her eyes are 
almost loosely set in their wide sock- 
ets. The nose is rather straight and 
not ill-shaped, but rounded into a full- 
ness almost bulbous. And her mouth, 
where so much of a nature ia ex- 
pressed, is wide, irregular, with lips 
full almost to bursting. They do not 
protrude, but their red plumpness 
makes them pecullarly conspicuous. 
And she calls herself “Maebelle.” 
Her body is the same, everywhere 
looseness and fullness, to which the 
word smartness can find no room for 
application. And her hands and her 
feet are big and irregular. Her ap- 
pearance is that of the mother of 
many, yet that experience has been 
denied her, at the cost of seven op- 
erations performed by doctors who are 
to have a thorough investigation now 
that their practice has been exposed. 

She is 29 years old now, married 
nine years, and she swears by the 
Bible, which she knows thoroughly 
from her long connection with Sun- 
@ay-school work back in Missourf?, 
that she has given her love to but 
two men, first to the husband, a sort 
of a handy man in the trades, and

They met in a cafeteria on Hill 
street three years ago. “From the first : 
time I Saw thAt man I like him,” | 
Mra. Smith said yesterday, the first 
white woman to kill her Japanese 
sweetheart. 

“It was only a few days until I 
knew, I was failing in love with him. 
He was so smart and so kind, and he 
was extremely affectionate. He was 
very sensitive. If he hurt my feel- 
ings, he was quick to soothe them, and 
you know, white men aren’t so care- 
ful in that regard. , 

“T got so I thought of him as 
George, and not as a Japanese. When 
I waa with him, his color faded, our 
racial differences disappeared. He 
was a man and I was a woman and 
I loved him, I tell you truly I did, 
as I have never loved any other man. 
If we could have gone to some other 
country, where marriage between the 
white and the yellow is not so talked 
about as here, I should have married 
him. He wanted me to go to Mexico, 
but I couldn't leave my husband. For 
my husband was always good to me. 
He thought George was a gentleman 
and very liberal, and he always en- 
joyed having George call, not suspect- 
ing such a relation existed between 
us. It’s funny, isn’t it, how married 
men trust their wives, and how easy 
it is for a wife to mislead her hus- 
band? Sometimes I have thought 
husbands are not half so suspicious 
as they should be. I don’t know where 
they get their absolute trust, for cer- 
tainly we women don’t deserve it. 

“Well, George and I became sweet- 
hearts. We used to meet downtown, 
where he would giv® me monéy to 
rent a room. He paid for my opera- 
tions, and he used to give me money 
to buy clothes with, and 1 told my 
husband someone had sold me the 
clothes very cheap. He must have 
thought I was always getting bar- 
gains.

FUEL WAREHOUSE BURNS; 


AST Seventh street always has a 

lively Sunday. Sometimes it is 

an auto accident; again merely a 
street fight, which is a common affair 
and not worth more than the raising 
of a window. But yesterday it was a 
$40,000 fire that destroyed the ware- 
house of the Pacific Wood and Coal 
Company, No. 2144 East Seventh 
street. 

The afternoon was edging along 
with a hot sun and mondony when 
a watchful person in a near-by lodg- 
ing-house, saw smoke issuing from the 
warehouse. Within were stored hay, 
coal, ofl and gasoline, wood, poultry 
food and other sundries of such an es- 
tablishment. 

The thin spring of smoke swelled 
into a geyser within as many minutes 
„as it took to sound the alarm, and by 
the time the fire department was noti- 
fied, the top of the structure was re- 
moved and the tottering walls were 
spouting flames and heavy, thick 


smoke with volcanic ry. 
So intense was e heat that 
a near-by telephone pole with-

ered under the effect of the distant 
flames, and @wayed with a perilous 
stretching of the heavy cable wires it 
supported. The hay accepted the 
flames with a steady support that pro- 
vided growing heat and increasing diff. 
culty to fight. The coal, too, was afire, 
and the kindling wood. stored in 
sacks, furnished pennons as vivid 
plumes to the heavy blanket of smoke 
going up from the coal bins. 

Five units of the fire department

WHITTINGTON BELIEVED 
TO HAVE FLED COUNTRY. 


HE arrival of Harry Harrison, 
only son of Mrs. Frances L. Har- 
rison, the “Diamond Widow,” 
whose corpse was found in her bunga- 
low home, No. 2171 West Twenty- 
ninth street, last Friday morning, and 
a fruitless search of California cities 
for Calvin Kelsey (“Dick’’) .Whitting- 
ton, Who is alleged to have murdered 
the woman, were yesterddy’s develop- 
ments in the sensational case. After 
running down several clews detectives 
declared it more than probable that 
the fugitive has fled the coun : 
their efforts will be — 2 oa 
seaports of this and foreign countries. 
Nine days have elapsed since Whit- 
tington was seen departing from the 
Harrison residence, giving him ample 
time to get a long distance from this 
city. Those familiar with the man fee] 
certaim he has taken advantage of 
every minute in his flight. That he is 
on the high seas bound for Honduras, 
the goal of so many of this country’s 
criminals in the past, is believed by 
the police to be more likely than that 
he is hiding within the borders of the 
United States. However, the police of 


every large American city have re- 


ceived t#legraphic instructions to be 
on the lookout for him and in the 
event he is still-in the country he may 
be apprehended any time. 


VICTIM'S SON HERE. 


Mrs. ‘Harrison’s son, who lives at 
San Pablo, near San Francisco, visited 
the scene of his mother’s tragic death 
yesterday soon after his arrival. -He 
did not enter the mystery bungalow 
but talked with several of the neigh- 
bors. He said he was gratified to 
learn that they held the highest re- 
spect for his mother and told him that 
so far as they knew she lived an ex- 
emplary life. That she did not, he 
said he was aware. 

“I knew she did not live right,” he 
sobbed when seen at the Angelus 
Hotel last night. But it is some con- 
solation to know that her acquaint- 
ances here held her in high esteem. 
My mother was so strong-headed that 
it would Have done no good for me 
to try to reason with her on the point 
of her companions. I never saw this 
man Whittington, but I have seen his 
photograph on my mother’s dresser. 
dus never mentioned him to me, but I 
knew she was living with him.

Dies at Beverly. 


Long and Honorable Record 
as Army Officer. 


Failing ‘for More than Year 
from Advanced Age. 


Brig.-Gen. Palmer Gaylord Wood, 
U.S. A. (retired) died at his resi- 
dence in Beverly Hills yesterday morn- 
jing after an illness of more than a 
year. He leaves a widow and one 
daughter, Mrs. J. W. McGee of Os- 
wego, N. V. Gen. Wood was 72 years 


and Spanish-American War. His rec- 
ord is long and honorable. 


Two sons, William and Gay Wood, 
died during the Spanish-American 


of volunteer regiments. Both suc- 
cumbed to the effects of exposure be- 
fore either had a chance at the enemy. 
Another daughter married Maj. 
Eugene L. Swift, an army surgeon, 
now retired. Mrs. Swift died several 
years ago. 

Gen. Wood came to California with 
his parents in 1852. As a boy he at- 
tended the public schools of San Fran- 
cisco, and later came south when the 
family decided to make their home 
in Los Angeles. 

When the Civil War broke out 
young Wood received appointment as 


California Volunteer Infantry. He 
jserved with hs ment until the close 
of the war, ing 
first lleutenant. According to the 
general orders issued at that time by 
the War Department, volunteer com- 
missioned officers could re-enli in 
the regular army at a lower rank. 
Lieut- Wood accepted this and be- 
came a second lieutenant, Fifth United 
States Infantry. 

From this date the young officer 
rose rapidly. He served as captain of 
regular infantry during the Spanish 
War. His two boys were appointed 
second lieutenants in the California 


volunteer regiment, but both died be- 


fore they saw actual fighting, although 
they had reached Cuba with their 
jregiment, 

Lieut-Col. Wood was appointed a 
brigadier-general, February 16, 1906. 
He shortly afterward requested and 
received his retirement, ha 
thirty rs as an officer, 

Immediately upon retirement. he 
returned to his home in Los Angeles, 
where he lived quietly, happy with his 
garden and flowers. A year ago he be- 
gan to fail and since that time the end 
has steadily approached. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
Wednesda at Rosedale Cemetery. 
Chaplan Orville J. Nave, U.S.A. (re- 
tired) will officiate. A representative 
body from the Soldiers’ Home and 


Veterans will attend the services. 

Brig.-Gen. Wood was a native of 
New York State but, because he came 
to California so early, he had always 
considered himself a Californian. He 
was married to a San Francisco girl 
while still a young lieutenant

One of the principal features of the 
Closing day of the Southern Califor- 
nia convention of the Christian 
churches was the address yesterday 
morning by Stephen J. Corey of Cin- 
cinnati, secretary of the Foreign 
Christian Missionary Society. He 
spoke on “The Churches’ Need of the 
Missionary Passion.”

He traveled thousands of miles 
and collected thousands of dollars in 
different parts of the coufitry for his 
many church enterprises. He has lived 
in Long Beach the past six months. 

Dr. Brewster arrived on the steam- 
ship Congress Saturday, bringing with 
him a.strong delegation from San Jose. 
The delegation includes Mr. and Mrs. 
). G. Bishop, W. X. Stafford, Mrs. 
P. J. Hedger and Mrs. H. T. Reynolds. 
The San Jose church is one of the 
largest Christian churches on the 
Coast, and has the largest audiences 
of any church of this denomination in 
Northern California. 

Dr. Brewster has been con- 
spicuous for his use of motion pic-. 
tures in connection with church 
work. The junior congregation move- 
ment, launchea by him in San Jose 
about four years ago, has attracted 
attention throughout the United States. 

This minister saw the tremendous 
possibilities of the use of the motion 
picture in 4 time when his religious 
colleagues rained criticisms upon him 
and persuaded his church to install a 
complete equipment for the projection 
of the “movies.” The developments 
of the past four years have fully. justi- 
fied his expectations. 

The Junior Congregation meets ev- 
ery Saturday afternoon, and is enter- 
tained for two hours with the 
educational, scientific and drama 
tilms obtainable. The professional en- 
tertainers of the city also have been 
called upon to contribute their serv- 
ices to what the community has come 
to look upon as a real work of social 
service.

Act of Legislature Becomes Effec- 
tive August 7—Refuges Take in 


BY HARRY A. CHAMBERLIN, 

Member of California Legisiature. 

The most important product of the 
1915 Legislature in the way of fish 
and game legislation is the act creat- 
ing a game refuge in the Angeles and 
Cleveland National Forests, the boun- 
daries of which extend into Los An- 


geles, San Bernardino, Riverside and 
Orange counties. 

Under the provisions of the new 
law, which will become effective 
August 7, it is made unlawful to 
kin or hunt any wild animal or bird 
excepting those that are predatory 
within the boundaries of the preserve 
excepting that in Fish and Game Dis- 
trict No. 24, which includes the ter- 
ritory around Little Bear and Big 
Bear lakes, water fowl may be killed 
in the proper seasons. } 

PREDATORY. 

Predatory animals within the dis- 
trict are protected to the extent that 
written permission must first be se- 
cured from the fish and game com- 
missioners before they can be killed. 
Predatory animals and birds within 
the meaning of the law are the fol- 
lowing: moles, shrews, wolves,’ coy- 
otes, foxes, ringtail cats, coons, mar- 
tins, fishers, wolverines, weasels, 
minks, skunks, badgers, cougars, wild 
cats, rats, mice, gophers, blue-jays, 
English or European house w, 
great horned owl, sharp-shinned 
hawk, Cooper's hawk, duck hawk, and 


house finch, commonly known as 
California linnet. 
GAME REFUGE. 

The game refuge is legaily described | 
as Fish and Came Districts Nos. 24, 
23 and 29. Districts 28 and 29 take 
im practically all of the Angeles 
National Forest lying in Los Angeles 
and San Bernardino counties and Dis- 
trict No. 24 is located in Orange and 
Riverside counties, comprising an 
area about forty miles „ s to the 
southeast of Lake Elsinore | 

District No. 25, which comprises the 
Pinnacles National Monument in San 
Benito and Monterey counties, Dis- 
trict No. 26, which includes the Trin- 
ity National Forest and District No. 
27, which consists of the California 
Redwood Park, commonly known as 
“Big Basin” in Santa Cruz county, are 
also set aside as game refuges, in 
which the killing of all wild

prohibited. |
